Town to welcome the RAF 


PLANS are now in place for 
Cowbridge’s tribute to the 
RAF - and residents and 
visitors are asked to be 
aware that there will be 
road closures this Sunday, 
July 29, between 9.30am 
and 1.30pm. 

The Mayor of Cowbridge with 
Llanblethian, Cllr Terry Williams, 
told The GEM: “In this year of 
the 100th anniversary of the RAF 
and the 80th anniversary of RAF 
St Athan, the latter are exercising 
their right to march through 
Cowbridge to commemorate 
being granted the freedom of the 


town. 

“The parade is expected to 
involve over 250 personnel led by 
the RAF Band. An armed division 
of troops will parade together 
with serving members of the 
Royal Air Force, RAF Veterans 
and Air Training Corps cadets 
through the town 

“Wreaths will be laid at the 
Cenotaph followed by a general 
salute. An inspection will be taken 
outside the Town Hall with a 
special service at Holy Cross 
Church. After the service, the 
parade will reform and march 
back to the Town Hall 

“This will be the largest parade 
through Cowbridge for some 


time. A spectacle not to be 
missed. Please come and show 
your support.” 

He added: “Any RAF veterans 
wishing to take part in the parade 
need to be at the Town Hall no 
later than 10am on the day. If 
travelling by car, because of road 
closure, you will need to be in the 
town and parked by 9.15 am.” 

The parade is scheduled to 
begin at 10.30am. The main road 
through Cowbridge will be closed 
from the junction of Eagle Lane to 
the junction with Druid’s Green. 

In addition, the road leading to 
the Cemetery at the Limes will be 
closed, as will the road from the 
Duke of Wellington to South Gate.

Young soloists from 
south Wales will take to 
the stage later that day. 

Of recent Royal 
Wedding fame, Welsh 
soprano Elin Manahan 
Thomas will also be 
joining the Eestival 
Eringe ahead of her 
performance as part of 
the main programme. 

The classical singing 
star from Gorseinon will 
join local singing group 
‘With Music in Mind’ to 
perform a programme of 


songs from the musicals 
and traditional Welsh 
favourites at the Duke of 
Wellington on Sunday, 
September 17. 

The final day of the 
programme also 

includes a Sunday 
brunch at Oscars of 
Cowbridge, where 
visitors can savour a 
special menu and enjoy 
performances from local 
jazz musicians Dave 
Jones, Ashley Long John 
and lolo Whelan.

L ast week, Alun Cairns MP 

attended a meeting in Pendoylan 
War Memorial Hall regarding the 
Vale Council’s proposal for a new road 
through our village.

WALKING IN WORCESTER 


THE walking group 
at Cowbridge U3A 
had a three-night 
adventure 
characterised by 
midday 
temperatures of 
around 29°C, 
hardly cooling off 
by evening.

News from Cowhridge with 
Llanblethian Town Council 



Cowhridge Town Hall 


Cowhridge 
Cubs have a 
busy time! 



AS many readers 
will have noticed, 
the Town Hall 
clock has new, 
shiny hands and is 
working again. 

Behind the clock 
faces are new 
mechanisms and 
electronic control units, 
so it should now keep 
accurate time and strike 
reliably for many more 
years to come. 

As anyone who has 
been along the Llantwit 
Major Road recently 
will have seen, work on 
phase one of the Taylor 
Wimpey Darren Earm 
site has begun. 

This was one of the 
subjects discussed at the 
Cowhridge with 
Llanblethian Town 
Council meeting on July 
17. Councillors 
expressed their surprise 
and disappointment that 
the developers have 
chosen to put the site 
entrance on a bend with 
limited visibility in both 
directions. 

There was also 
concern voiced about 
construction traffic 
passing along 
Cowhridge High Street. 
Councillors proposed to 
write to the Vale 
Council and Taylor 
Wimpey, asking for the 
site entrance to be 
moved, improved safety 
measures to be 
implemented and 
controls put in place to 
stop construction traffic 
passing through the 
centre of Cowhridge. 

Phase one of the 
Darren Earm 
development lies within 
the boundary of 
Cowhridge with 
Llanblethian Council 


but, as things stand, 
phase two will be within 
the Penllyn Community 
Council area. 

Cowhridge with 
Llanblethian Council 
believe that since people 
regard the development 
as being part of 
Cowhridge and the 
residents of the new 
houses will use the 
facilities in Cowhridge, 
the boundary should be 
changed so as to bring 
phase two within 
Cowhridge with 
Llanblethian. 

This request was 
submitted to the Vale 
Council last year, but 
the Electoral 
Registration Officer 
considers the request to 
be premature and is 
recommending to the 
council that the matter 
be reviewed in 2023. 

Councillors consider 
that the matter needs to 
be addressed well 
before then and that 


representations must be 
made to the Vale 
Council. 

The council 
discussed the 
consultation on the 
Draft Parking Strategy 
report launched by the 
Vale Council. In 
summary, the proposal 
for Cowhridge is to 
introduce charging after 
a free period in three car 
parks (Town Hall, The 
Butts and South Gate) 
and on the High Street, 
Eastgate and Westgate. 

Councillors 
expressed a number of 
concerns about the 
proposals but felt that 


before making a 
response to the Vale 
Council, the views of 
residents, businesses 
and visitors should be 
sought. 

Public consultation is 
due to begin at the 
beginning of August 
and all interested parties 
are urged to read the 
report and make their 
views known. 

One of the undoubted 
strengths of Cowhridge 
with Llanblethian is the 
number of active 
voluntary, community 
groups and 
organisations. These 
groups are reminded 
that The Strong 
Communities Grant 
Lund offers grants to 
community groups 
towards the cost of 
initiatives within the 
Vale. 

Round three funding 
is now open for 
applications until 
August 3. Round four 
will be open until 
November 2.

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‘Give people language choice on 
council forms’ says Vale councillor 


THE Welsh 

Government is 
“pandering to 
language fanatics” 
and wasting money 
by insisting forms 
are sent out in both 
English and Welsh, 
a councillor has 
said. 

Vale councillor Kevin 
Mahoney has said 
communications such as 
forms being sent out in 
Welsh out of ‘political 
correctness’ are just 
ending up in the bin by 
people who do not use 
the language. 

He has also accused 
the Welsh Government of 
creating a ‘bubble’ 
around the Welsh 
language and 

‘discriminating’ against 
the 85 per cent of the 
population who do not 
speak it. 

The Welsh 

Government says it 
makes no apology for 
promoting the Welsh 
language while a Plaid 
Cymru councillor has 
said Welsh speakers 
deserve equality of 


Cllr Mahoney called 
on the Vale Council to 
contact every home in 
the region to ask them if 
they want their 
communications in only 
English, in only Welsh, 
or both. 

He said: “They are 
ensuring all these Welsh 
language forms that are 
not required are 
immediately put in the 
bin. Why would you 
want to do that on a point 
of political correctness? 

“Surely it would be 
better to spend that 
money elsewhere. I 
would rather it being 
spent learning the Welsh 
language than being 
chucked in the bin. They 
would rather see that 
money wasted all the 
time.” 

At a recent meeting of 
the Vale Council, Cllr 
Mahoney asked how 
many calls in Welsh were 
made to the Contact One 
Vale Call Centre over the 
last 12 months and how 
much literature in Welsh 
has been returned to the 
council. 

He was told there were 
240,021 calls to the 
contact centre in the 12 


months leading to July 
2018 and just 1,956 of 
those were in the Welsh 
language - a total of 0.81 
per cent. 

The council is 
required by law to treat 
English and Welsh on an 
equal basis when dealing 
with the public and 
council literature is 
required to be bilingual, 
Cllr Bob Penrose told the 
meeting. 

Information on the 
amount of Welsh 
literature being returned 
was not held centrally, he 
said. 

Cllr Mahoney told the 
meeting: “Wouldn’t it be 
better if the Vale 
contacted every 

household to ask them if 
they want their stuff in 
only English, in only 
Welsh, or both, rather 
than pander to the 
language fanatics who 
would see all that stuff 
dumped in the bin when I 
would like to see it spent 
perhaps on subsidising 
Welsh language lessons 
which currently cost 
£149 for a 10-week 
course. 

“Wouldn’t that be a 
better use of any money 


that’s spent in this way, 
other than seeing it 
dumped in the bin for 
political correctness?” 

Plaid Cymru 

councillor Ian Johnson, 
who learned Welsh at 
Barry Boys School, said: 
“I thought that we were 
past the point where local 
politicians tried to make 
Welsh speakers feel 
second-rate just for 
receiving services in 
their language of choice. 
Welsh speakers pay their 
taxes and deserve equal 
quality of service. 

“I regularly use the 
Welsh language services 
at the Vale council who 
are very good at dealing 
with inquiries. Most 
paperwork from the 
council, such as the 
council tax bill, is 
automatically bilingual 
in both Welsh and 
English, which 

undermines the 


complaint being made. 

“The continued 
growth of Welsh 
language education in 
Barry in recent decades, 
and the success of those 
schools, shows that 
parents value the 
opportunities of their 
children being able to 
speak both of Wales’ 
national languages.” 

A Welsh Government 
spokesman said: 

“Eighty-six per cent of 
people in Wales [it was 
not ststed which body 
carried out the survery] 
believe the Welsh 
language is something to 
be proud of. 

“We agree with them 
and make no apologies 
for promoting its use or 
complying with the law 
around the Welsh 
language.”

Ne’sv figures sho’sv 
details on council fines 
and tax penalties 


MORE than 400 people have 
been given spot fines for 
littering in the Vale, the Vale 
Council has said. 

A total of 499 fixed penalty notices 
were issued by 3GS between April 
2017 and March this year, said the 
council. 

That is fewer than 1.5 spot fines per 
day. 

Some 411 were for littering - 
including offences such as dropping 
cigarettes (93), spitting and dumping 
of general waste (193) or small-scale 
fly-tipping (122). 

Other offences included three fines 
for dog fouling and one for public 
urination, a Vale Council meeting was 
told on July 18. 

Since they were awarded the current 
enforcement contract, 3GS has issued 
799 spot fines for littering offences and 
six for dog fouling. A total of 10 of 
these cases progressed to court. 

A total of 37.4 per cent of the litter 
fines were paid while 62.5 per cent of 
the dog fouling offences have been 
paid to date. 

Cllr Kevin Mahoney asked whether 
more people who have been fined 
should be put before the courts. 

Cllr Hunter Jarvie replied: “It’s a 
question whether people can be traced, 
found and brought to court.” 

SPARE ROOM SUBSIDY 
More than 400 people in the 
Vale of Glamorgan are being 
hit by the so-called under 
occupancy charge (Spare 
Room Subsidy) figures show. 

The charge refers to deductions in 
housing benefit paid to claimants who 
have unused bedrooms in their homes. 

Tenants have deducted 14 per cent 
from their housing benefit if they have 
one surplus bedroom in their home, 
and 25 per cent if they have two or 
more. 

In April 2018, some 336 council 
tenants with one surplus bedroom had 
deductions made while 104 had two or 
more surplus bedrooms, figures from 
the Vale Council have revealed. 

That is down from April 2013, when 
511 council tenants had one surplus 
bedroom and 93 had two or more 
surplus bedrooms. 

Cllr Ian Johnson, in a full council 
meeting on July 18, asked whether the 
bedroom tax, which he called an 
“unfair tax on social housing” was 
working. 

Cllr Andrew Parker, cabinet 


member for housing and building 
services, said: “We have a 
responsibility with only 3,000 council 
houses and 3,000 people on a waiting 
list to ensure properties are used 
beneficially and wisely. 

“Should there prove to be properties 
that are not fully utilised we go out of 
our way to assist the people to move. 

“It’s the right policy because we 
have not got enough accommodation, 
particularly for larger families.” 

COUNCIL TAX DEBT 
The leader of Vale of 
Glamorgan Council has said he 
is in favour of keeping the 
threat of imprisonment for 
people who don’t pay council 
tax. 

A total of 16 people in the Vale have 
been imprisoned for not paying council 
tax in the last five years, it has been 
revealed. 

The council has also revealed 
19,839 court summonses were issued 
between 2013-14 and 2017-18 to 
people for non-payment of council tax. 

The Leader of the council, Cllr John 
Thomas, told a council meeting on July 
18 that no-one in the Vale has been sent 
to prison for non-payment of council 
tax since January 2017. 

It comes as the Welsh Government 
has launched a consultation on 
removing the threat of imprisonment 
for non-payment of council tax. 

Cllr Johnson, who submitted a 
question about the issue, said 
imprisoning people for non-payment 
of council tax was “frankly Victorian” 
and asked how the council will 
respond to the consultation. 

Cllr Thomas responded: “I wouldn’t 
agree that it’s Victorian. I have no 
problem with this council taking action 
against people who refuse to pay their 
council tax. I’m quite happy for those 
people to face the consequences of 
their actions. 

“We do however make every effort 
to help people who are in a position 
where they can’t pay their council tax. 
I will ensure we will always carry on 
doing that. 

“I would be in favour of keeping the 
status quo as it is. That’s having the 
stick that we need to wave when we 
need it.” 

He added the council’s response 
would have to be consulted on by 
members before a conclusion is made.

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Llancarfan parents’ anger 
as cabinet member 
‘dead bats’ 17 questions 


SECURITY guards were 
called as parents and 
campaigners walked out 
of a Vale Council meeting 
after being left ‘appalled’ 
about a lack of answers 
about a proposed move of 
a primary school. 

People campaigning to save 
Llancarfan Primary submitted 
17 questions to the council at its 
meeting on July 18 about the 
authority’s plans to transfer the 
school to a new £4m facility in 
Rhoose. 

But campaigners in the 
public gallery voiced their 
frustrations as councillor Bob 
Penrose, cabinet member for 
learning and culture, repeatedly 
said it was “not appropriate” to 
answer their questions - 
including on whether the plans 
meant a ‘closure’ of Llancarfan 
Primary - because a 
consultation has only recently 
finished. 

Security was then called to 
eject one man for interrupting 
the meeting - at which point 
many of the campaigners 
walked out. 

One campaigner called out 
during the meeting to say the 
answers were “insulting to our 
intelligence” and another said: 


“We thought we lived in a 
democracy”. 

Speaking outside the meeting 
Jim Barratt, parent of a pupil at 
Llancarfan Primary, said: “We 
had sat through over an hour 
and a half of other council 
business very patiently, very 
diligently listening to what the 
council had to say about other 
matters. 

“When it came to our written 
questions we were appalled to 
discover the member 
responsible for replying was 
giving us a standard response 
each time to the effect that the 
consultation has just closed and 
therefore he was unable to 
comment. 

“It is infuriating because we 
put in legitimate questions, 
concerns we’ve expressed 
through two consultation 
processes, and to not have those 
addressed now that the 
consultation is closed is frankly 
a dereliction of their duty as 
democratic representatives.” 

Stephen Parry, whose 
children have also gone through 
the school, added: “I am 
disappointed as a reasonable, 
professional human being that 
you can’t come to a democratic 
meeting and ask a question 
especially when the stock 


answer is: ‘It’s not appropriate 
for me to answer that’. 

“I feel angry that democracy 
is not being served.” 

Llancarfan Primary School 
has been listed on Welsh 
Government’s School 

Organisation Code as a ‘rural 
school’. 

The code describes a 
presumption against the closure 
of rural schools and stipulates 
the case for closure must be 
strong and not taken until all 
viable alternatives have been 
explored. 

Llancarfan Primary is the 
only school in the Vale the 
Welsh Government has deemed 
worthy of greater protection. 

The Campaign to Save 
Llancarfan School group argues 
the council plans a ‘closure’ of 
Llancarfan Primary while the 
council has described it as a 
‘migration’ or a ‘transfer’. 

Cllr John Thomas, the Leader 
of the Vale Council, has said the 
plans do not constitute a school 
closure and said the authority 
will carefully consider 
comments in the consultation 
before deciding a way forward. 

He said: “It is understandable 
that the issues surrounding the 
future of the school generate 
strong feelings. However the 


council meeting was constantly 
disrupted and the chairman had 
no option other than to ask those 
in the public gallery to refrain 
from shouting out. 

“The requests, which were 
frequent, were repeatedly 
ignored and one gentleman was 
asked to leave. When he refused 
a member of staff was called to 
escort him from the gallery. 

“This action is within the 
council’s constitution and was 
used at the meeting to enable 
proceedings to continue. It is 
extremely rare for such action to 
be taken and, whilst this was 
unfortunate, the chairman had 
no option on this occasion. 

“The council has undertaken 
a consultation exercise on a 
proposal to transfer Llancarfan 
School, its Governing Body and 
teaching staff, to a new school 
building, located in Rhoose. 

“The council is proposing a 
£4m investment that would see 
Llancarfan Primary School 
move into a new state-of-the-art 
building as part of the Council’s 
21st Century Schools 
programme.”

the weasel word 
‘migration’, a word 
found inadequate in the 
second consultation, and 
so changed through 
embarrassment into 
‘transfer’. 

Whatever the spurious 
label used, and against 
Llancarfan and Rhoose’s 
wishes, children would 
be shipped five miles to 
an unwanted new 
‘Llancarfan’ school in 
Rhoose, while the Vale 
would inherit the cash 
resource of an empty 
silent rural school 
building. Closure is 
closure. 

It’s embarrassing to 
speak up, though. We do 
after all have 
considerable respect for 
our councillors. We 
genuinely continue to try 
to make available the 
countless facts which 
should help them say ‘no 
thanks’ to the proposal. 

Back when I was 
Director of Education 
for the National 
Museums of Wales, I too 
had ideals for the best 
deployment of the 
museum’s learning 
resources. 

But I never had, nor 
wished for, the 
opportunity to 
undermine a vital 
element of village life, 
flying in the face of the 
Vale Council’s initiatives 
to promote and sustain 
Stronger Communities. 

Llancarfan’s historic 
village has three hearts - 
the church, the pub and, 
of course, the school. 

Each beats with the 
life of a village that the 
Vale treasures, and to 
which visitors, tourists 
and pilgrims 


increasingly flock. 

The church, now very 
much a place of 
pilgrimage, was due to 
have its roof off in the 
1970s. It was saved, and 
the rescue rewarded by 
discovery of the finest 
medieval wall-paintings 
in Wales. 

Llancarfan also 
clubbed together to buy 
and save its now- 
thriving Eox & Hounds. 

How then can we not 
be vocal in urging our 
council representatives 
to keep Llancarfan 
School here in 
Llancarfan, the third 
vital element in this 
naturally strong 
community? 

Our school is unique, 
the only one in the Vale 
that the Welsh 
Government recognises 
as rural. This must be 
protected here. 

One well understands 
that many of our 
councillors share a 
frustration with the time- 
restricted Council 
Chamber ritual pursued 
last Wednesday. 

Here the few batted 
back proscribed pairs of 
questions and answers, 
bled dry of debate. This 
was surely not why they 
became councillors? We 
for our part in the 
visitors’ gallery had been 
told that responses to our 
community questions, 
politely submitted for 
council discussion 
following the re-tread of 
the second consultation, 
would be forthcoming 
on Wednesday. 

Regrettably though, 
the councillor 
responsible had been ill- 
provided with 


deliverable answers. 
These clearly obliged 
him to repeat many 
times that ‘a full analysis 
of the responses has not 
been possible’. 

Our community’s 
frustration at what 
seemed a further 
inhibition of democratic 
discussion, not least by 
those respected 
councillors, was 
doubtless why we were 
so vocal. 

We had to urge our 
representatives to 
communicate, listen and 
recognise that, following 
the most dubious token 
research - sadly not 
genuinely prompted by 
educational concerns but 
by short-term financial 
opportunism - our 
representatives are in 
danger of draining the 
lifeblood from a 
treasured Vale village. 

Might I apologise to 
Mayor, Cllr Leighton 
Rowlands, for making 
his chairmanship 
difficult in what must be 
an early appearance in 
the hot seat. One has 
some hopes that he will 
wish to do something to 
reform the stultified 
nature of council 
procedures to enable 
proper democratic 
discussion. 

And my thanks to the 
very pleasant security 
staff who ejected us.

Bridgend Council fails to 
respond after three months 


A REGIONAL AM has raised concerns 
after a local authority took more than 
three months to respond to a request for 
information. 

Bridgend County Borough Council (BCBC) 
took three months and one day to respond to a 
request for information from regional Assembly 
Member Suzy Davies. 

The council’s own website states that they 
should respond within 20 working days of 
receiving the request for information. 

While the authority adds that: “If we’re unable 
to do this we will state why, and tell you when to 
expect a response,” Mrs Davies has questioned 
why the council took the amount time it did. 

“I understand and accept that at times local 
authorities, along with other public bodies, may 
not be able to respond fully within the 20 working 
day time frame. 

“However, I twice received emails from BCBC 


telling me that they could not respond in time and 
twice they told me they would respond within a 
further 10 days.” 

The initial request for information was made to 
the council on April 10. 

Mrs Davies received emails from BCBC on 
May 9 and June 25. On both occasions, the council 
stated that they would be extending their time 
frame and that Mrs Davies would receive a 
response within 10 days. 

“On both occasions they failed to meet their 
own time extension. This was not a request for an 
extension by the council, they simply told me they 
were giving themselves extra time.” 

Mrs Davies, the Welsh Conservative AM for 
South Wales West, said: “I have referred BCBC to 
the Information Commissioner as it is unclear how 
deep these failings and inefficiencies go. 

“How many other times have the council failed 
to respond to residents within an appropriate time? 
We just do not know.” 


After more than three months, BCBC’s response 
to Mrs Davies’ original request for information, 
which asked about their gender pay gap was: “To 
date the authority has not calculated this, therefore 
the authority does not hold the requested 
information.” 

In response to Mrs Davies’ question of whether 
the council have done any work with the Equalities 
Commissioner on this matter, the response after 
three months and one day was: “No.” 

A BCBC spokesperson said: "We acknowledge 
that there was a delay in responding to the request. 
Responses to FOI requests are undertaken by 
relevant departments alongside their day to day 
work commitments, and in this particular case the 
department is working on an analysis of the gender 
pay gap. 

“They had hoped to be in a position to provide a 
more meaningful response. This work is still being 
undertaken.” 


Female pro-EU group launched 


A GROUP of women leaders, 
representing aspects of Welsh life and 
work, has established the ‘Women in 
Wales For Europe Network’. 

Chaired and hosted by Jane Hutt AM, the network 
is committed to ensuring relationships with the EU 
are maintained and that Welsh women’s voices are 
heard on Brexit. 

Discussions are focused on the equality and 
human rights implications of Brexit in Wales.. 

The group’s call to action includes a commitment 
to using its many networks to inform women about 
what Brexit really means for them, their families and 
communities and to empower them to challenge 
inequalities and influence decision making. 

Ms Hutt, who set up the group in liaison with the 
independent anti-Brexit campaign group Wales For 
Europe, said she was delighted with the range and 
breadth of organisations and sectors taking part, and 
their determination to confront and eliminate 


discrimination. 

“We know that, with Brexit, we are facing 
uncertain times. The Welsh Government has already 
stated that Wales ‘must not lose a penny of funding 
due to Brexit’. That is very important, particularly 
for women in relation to, for example, domestic 
violence services, employment programmes and 
health and well-being. 

“In addition we must ensure that women’s rights 
are not allowed to roll backwards and that hate crime 
and discrimination based on nationality (both EU 
nationals and those of other countries) is prevented. 

“The Women in Wales For Europe Network, 
collectively and individually, will be a voice of 
conscience, working to ensure that equality and 
human rights are not sidelined during the 
negotiations but are always part of mainstream 
discussions.”

Johnson plays Will 
Sawyer, a former FBI 
SWAT team member 
who, after losing the 
bottom part of his leg in 
an explosion, is now a 
security consultant. 
Hired to survey and 
assess the safety of the 
newly-built tallest 
skyscraper in the world 
in Hong Kong by owner 
Zhao (Chin Han), Will 
soon finds himself and 
his family (including his 
wife, played by Neve 
Campbell) embroiled in 
a plot to burn the 
building to the ground, 
and Will has to save his 
family in the most 
dramatic fashion... 

Having started the 
summer battling 
genetically-modified 
creatures in Rampage, 
Dwayne Johnson signs 
off his summer with 
Skyscraper, a Die Hard- 
meets-Towering Inferno 
blockbuster. If there’s 
one thing a Johnson 
film can guarantee is to 
offer you a good time, 
and Skyscraper most 
certainly does that, a 
lunking great beast of a 
blockbuster film that 
makes no pretence to be 
anything other than 
entertainment - and 
succeeds.

the audience what they

will do little to calm the 
nerves of those with a 
fear of heights 
(definitely avoid 3D), 
and a sense of spectacle 
that definitely keeps 
you on the edge of your 
seat. 

Johnson is as ever 
hugely watchable, and 
what is pleasing is the 
way he downplays his 
super-heroic onscreen 
persona; with a 
prosthetic leg. Will is 
more than just your 
everyman thrown into 
an extraordinary 
situation - he is fallible 
and Johnson is great 
playing this role with 
just enough wizened 
charm.

“An Autism Act for Wales would 
deliver this, so the Welsh 
Government must sit up, take notice 
and give autism sufferers the support 
they need.”

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Firefighters 
rescue horses 
trapped in trench 



TWO horses that became 
stuck after wandering into a 
trench have been freed by 
South Wales Fire and Rescue 
Service. 

The horses - a mare and her foal - 
were unable to back out of the trench 
at a disused building at an old colliery 
site in Ynysmaerdy, Pontyclun, on 
July 20. 

It appears they became stuck after 
walking through a tunnel and down a 
trench, which was narrow, and they 
were unable to go back when they 
could not go any further. 

It is unsure how long the horses 
were there, but one of those on the 


scene suggested a day, commenting 
that the horses remained calm and 
were used to being handled by people. 

The rescue was undertaken by the 
fire crew and the owner, with advice 
from a vet and support from the 
RSPCA. 

A ramp of wooden blocks were 
used to move the horses up higher so 
their heads were above the trench, 
allowing more space for them to turn 
around. 

There was praise for the fire crew, 
and the horses were uninjured apart 
from a few grazes. 

The owner has been advised to 
block up the access point.

The changes, which 
were internal and 
external, mean that 
Newydd have been 
awarded RNIB Cymru’s 
‘Visibly Better’ Platinum 
Award. This is the third 
Newydd scheme that has 
received this award. 

Major external 

changes have been made 
to the scheme such as 
wide level access paths 
around the building, 
installing tactile paving 
and coloured handrails, 
as well as highlighting 
the path edgings, to 
ensure that tenants can 
safely navigate their way 
around the building to 
the garden without the 
potential for any slips, 
trips or falls. 

Internally at Elis 
Fisher Court, Newydd 
have installed lighting 
which is controlled by 
movement sensors, 
window tinting and 
blinds to prevent glare, as 
well as new handrails to 
internal staircases and 
highlighting of internal 
stair treads to prevent 
falls. 

Jason Wroe, housing 
director for Newydd, 
said: “As a responsible 
social landlord, we 
understand the 

importance of creating 
homes that not only offer 
somewhere safe, 

affordable and secure for 
tenants, but also a home 


that meets their needs. 

“We are proud to 
receive the Visibly Better 
award from RNIB 
Cymru as it cements our 
commitment as an 
organisation to provide 
homes where tenants 
with sight loss can live 
independently for 
longer.” 

Working with RNIB

the renovations ensured 
the work was up to 
standard and suitable for 
fellow tenants. 

Ansley Workman, 
director of RNIB Cymru, 
added: “Our Visibly 
Better awards make a 
huge difference to the 
lives of tenants. Often the 
changes are very simple 
but lead to a reduction in 
falls and accidents. 

“Although the

Bluebirds revive 
plan for training 
base in the Vale 


CARDIFF City 
Football Club 
could finally get 
permission to start 
work on a new 
training ground 
this week. 

The Bluebirds want 
to build the new training 
ground in the Vale on 
council-owned 
agricultural land south¬ 
west of Junction 34 of 
the M4. 

The Vale Council’s 
planning committee will 
discuss the first part of 
the plans, which would 
include 15 pitches on 
land opposite Hensol 
Villas, on Thursday 
(July 26). 

The club also wants 
to build a two-storey 
training centre in the 
middle of the new 
ground, with 123 car 


parking spaces, but this 
is subject to a separate 
planning application. 

Vale Council officers 
have advised the 
committee to approve 
permission for the 15 
pitches, across a 44 acre 
site, subject to 
conditions. 

There have been 19 
letters of objection sent 
to the council since the 
planning application 
was first submitted in 
2013. 

Concerns raised by 
residents include the 
new training ground’s 
proximity to 
neighbouring properties, 
potential floodlighting, 
flooding issues and 
‘noise levels and 
disturbance including 
obscene language,’ a 
council report says. 

Pendoylan 

Community Council has 


also raised concerns 
about noise and increase 
in traffic resulting from 
the development, and 
has objected to using 
the land for non- 
agricultural purposes. 

The training centre, 
which will be decided 
on another date, would 
include a gym, pool, 
treatment rooms and 
dining rooms. 

There would also be 
spectator terraces for 
overlook the first team 
pitches to the west of 
the training ground and 
for academy pitches to 
the east. 

Plans for the new 
training ground were 
originally submitted 
following Cardiff City’s 
promotion to the 
Premier League in 
2013. 

The Bluebirds were 
relegated in the 2013-14 
season, but won 
promotion back to the 
top flight last season. 

They play their first 
game back in the 
Premier League away at 
Bournemouth on August 
11 .

A summer’s 
evening walk for 
Penarth and 
District Ramblers 


ON a beautiful sunny, hot and 
still evening, a group of 16 
walkers and Mervyn the 
spaniel joined Joy from 
Penarth and District 
Ramblers at St Andrews 
Major Primary School 
recently. 

After welcoming some of the 
people who walk with Geraint on the 
Dinas Powys walks on Wednesday 
evenings, which have now finished, 
they set off down the Westra. 

Carefully avoiding the traffic, a 
metal gateway led them onto what 
was part of the St Andrews Major golf 
course but is now privately owned 
with its large flock of black sheep 
quietly grazing. 

Following the public right of way 
where it has been marked out by a 
tape fence in places and emerging 
onto the golf course, they enjoyed 
some friendly banter with two male 
players as they waited for them to 
play their shots before moving on. 

Because the public footpath at this 
point is blocked with thick vegetation, 
they made their way past the driving 
range, and followed the path behind 
the clubhouse adjacent to the 
Coldbrook River onto Argae Lane. 

Crossing Pont y Rhydyll, they 
walked up the driveway passing cows 
and sturdy calves, sprawled out 
enjoying the evening sunshine in the 
adjoining fields. 

They arrived at Biglis farmhouse 
and its stone bam, built in the late 
18th or early 19th century, but since 
then has been remodelled and both 
buildings are Grade II listed. 

Passing below the main Cardiff to 
Barry railway line and heading 
through a metal gate, a small herd of 
inquisitive bullocks followed the 
group half way across the field and 
then gave up in the heat. A stile led 
them to the distinctive red and yellow 


bricked Biglis Pumphouse, opened in 
1899. 

Negotiating a narrow path through 
tall foliage beside the banks of the 
Cadoxton River, they went into fields 
beside Cardiff Road and along a 
narrow path through trees into Parc 
Bryn y Don where the popular skate 
park was opened in 2007. 

Circumnavigating the field that 
contains the cricket pitch and exiting 
into Cae’r Odyn, some pavement 
walking at Heol y Frenhines and 
Cardiff Road led them into Station 
Road and up onto Dinas Powys 
Common. 

Walking on slightly higher ground 
with its grand views towards the 
Bristol Channel and Sully meant they 
were able to catch and enjoy the slight 
breeze for the short walk back to their 
start.

Hovercraft arrives at 
Penarth 50 years ago 


WORLD history 
was made on 
Penarth beach on 
Monday, July 22, 
1963 when the 
SRN2 hovercraft 
flew into land for P 
& A Campbell Ltd 
to start a cross 
channel ferry 
service to Weston 
super Mare for the 
first time. 

The experimental 
service was to last over 
the summer months, in 
tandem with the regular 
paddle steamer 

excursions operated by 
Cardiff Queen and 
Bristol Queen. 

This unusual vessel 
was built by Westland 
Aircraft, in essence to 
establish the viability of 
such craft. The 
Saunders/Roe Number 2 
had trials in Canada and 
one advantage here was 
that this hovering wonder 
could operate any time of 
the tide practically 
anywhere. 

Floating on a cushion 
of air and weighing 27 
tons, it could 
accommodate up to 70 
passengers and travel at 
over 80 miles per hour. 
The journey time from 
Penarth to Weston was 


just over 10 minutes I 

This was no doubt the 
brainchild of Sydney 
Clifton Smith-Cox, the 
managing director of P & 
A Campbell Ltd, and 
provided a considerable 
amount of publicity for a 
company that just a few 
years before was in 
receivership. 

There were drawbacks 
though - the small 
number of passengers it 
could carry (compared 
with 1,000-plus on the 
big paddle steamers), the 
noise it generated and 
mechanical glitches. At 
the end of a six-week 
season, the hovercraft 
flew away again and did 
not return to the Severn 
Sea! 

The hovercraft story 
did not end there because 
P & A Campbell 
commenced hovercraft 
services on the south 
coast of England to a 
number of locations and 
across to France, 
operated by the SRN6 
named after the former 
flagship of the White 
Funnel Fleet 

''Britannia''. She ‘flew’ 
from Dover, Hastings 
and Margate to Calais on 
a ‘no passport’ 
arrangement. This 
service operated between 
1966 and 1967. 


Meanwhile back at 
Penarth, the arrival of 
SRN2 was no doubt 
greeted with pleasure by 
the local school children 

- who had the day off to 
witness the event. Civic 
dignatories, of course, 
turned out in number. 
The local press got 
excited too - “History 
was in the making - THE 
THING IS HERE!”, The 
single fare to Weston was 
£1 (very expensive for 
the time) and return

A number of proposed 
hovercraft schemes have 
emerged from time to 
time but nothing much 
has resulted. Now, with 
practically no maritime 
excursions here it is 
surprising how many 
local residents remember 
the events of 55 years 
ago to this day.

IT’S not often that the Llynfi 
Valley gets compared to 
Tuscany, but the parched 
rounded hills provided an 
Italiante vista against which 
the Cowbridge first XI 
defeated the home side, 
Maesteg Celtic, by 68 runs and 
garnered 19 league points. 

The frustration was that the leaders, 
Gorseinon contrived to get a full house 
at Merthyr and gain a point on 
Cowbridge. 

The renaissance of Cowbridge and 
Gorseinon has seen a terrific battle for 
The Dan Radcliffe Cup all season. 

The situation is now that Gorseinon 
have a lead of 21 points and there are 
five games to go with a maximum of 
100 points available.

The Cowbridge attack bowled well 
and the fielding was of a uniformly 
high standard, but try as they might 
they could not quite get all 10 as the 
home side ambled to 204-9 without 
having made any real attempt to win 
the game. Tom Williams was the 
leading wicket taker with 3-37. 

Tom has been the Palladio of the 
attack - like the great Venetian 
architect’s designs, Tom’s bowling is a 
study in simplicity and elegance. 

This gives him a consistency that 
batsmen find great difficulty in scoring 
off. It’s not a surprise then that Tom is 
top of economy rate table. 

In outstanding form all season, his 
24 wickets at an average of 8.67 put 
him top of the league averages; Tom is 
just ahead of Brad Evans, with 22 at 
11.55, and Nick Wood, with 21 at 
17.29. 

On Saturday the Athletic Ground 
will host the visit of Gowerton. It 
promises to be another absorbing 
contest and the Cowbridge Cricket 
Club hope that their support will swell 
as they fight out the remaining fixtures. 

On Saturday the match will start at 
1.30pm, the bar will open at 4pm and 
the weather is set fair. 

What more could you want than to 
watch highly-competitive, quality club 
cricket, being played on a splendid 
ground? A visit to the Uffizi perhaps? 
Isn’t that in Maesteg?
